Grey Flannel Auctions is proud to offer in our Summer Games 2005 auction, an 
impressive array of quality memorabilia, not only from a wide variety of sports, but 
also from the performing arts and Americana. To those of you who have never visited 
our showroom in Westhampton Beach, New York, we warmly extend an invitation to 
visit us and inspect the incredible memorabilia presented in this catalogue. We realize 
this is not always possible, and to those bidders who cannot visit our facility, you can 
rest assured that each and every lot in this auction is genuine and authentic in all 
respects. Our commitment to authentication for over a decade has earned us the 
reputation as “The Standard of the Industry.” We are the official appraisers and 
authenticators for the Naismith Memorial Basketball Hall of Fame, and Sotheby's 
chose us to authenticate the largest and most important baseball uniform collection 
ever to come up for auction, the Barry Halper collection. 

Except in very few instances can the provenance of game-used items and autographed 
items be definitely traced and attributed to an athlete or individual, even when a 
letter from a team is provided. The following paragraphs discuss the processes used by 
Grey Flannel Auctions to authenticate lots in our auction. As a result of those 
processes, based on the information available to Grey Flannel Auctions, we are very 
comfortable in stating that “in our opinion” the items in our auction are authentic. 
Therefore, every lot in this auction will be sold “As Is”, no exceptions. 

The experts at Grey Flannel; Keith Vari, Andy Imperato and Richard Russek, have 
carefully examined every game-used uniform in this auction. In addition, to avoid any 
appearance of conflicts of interest, we have retained Joe DeMattio, Pat Catello and 
Nick Coppola, all recognized uniform experts in the hobby, to examine these uniforms 
as well. Milt Byron, the most recognized game-used hockey jersey expert, has 
thoroughly inspected every hockey jersey and each will come with his letter. It is 
understood that every game-used jersey will come with a letter of opinion from Grey 
Flannel with the exception of lots containing multiple jerseys, as well as jackets, 
shoes, gloves, pants, caps, helmets, etc. Lots containing multiple bats will be 
accompanied by one PSA/DNA letter. We will note in the lot descriptions if other 
letters come in addition to ours. 

As to the most controversial and vulnerable area of all, autographs, we have taken 
great measures to protect our clients. We have used the services of respected experts, 
James Spence, Steve Grad, Zach Rullo and Jeremy Kraft of PSA/DNA. In every lot 
featuring an item that is autographed, each expert looked at the item independently. 
With every autographed lot, if any one of our experts were uncomfortable with an 
item, we removed it from the auction. This was NOT a majority vote. Every ee 
autographed lot in this auction will come with a PSA/DNA letter. Please note that “CH” pene ea me 
within a lot description means an expert has determined it to be of Clubhouse variety. =

Taube and Vince Malta, author of “Bats”, as well as our own Keith Vari. It is sain

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BIDDER INSTRUCTIONS 


Bidder Registration- In order to bid in this auction you need to have a bidder number. You may obtain a 
bidder number by calling (631) 288-7800 ext. 223 during our regular business hours. You will be asked to give 
two hobby references at the time of your registration. If you cannot supply these references, then Grey Flannel 
Auctions may ask you questions regarding your credit. You will need to register only once, and this will give 
you a permanent bidder number for Grey Flannel Auctions. Please call to register before 6:00 p.m. EST June 22, 
2005. After this time, we will register no more bidders, with no exceptions. To bid by fax, please fill out the 
“Fax Bid” form in this catalogue. Placing a bid constitutes acceptance of Grey Flannel Auctions’ rules and Grey 
Flannel Auctions has the final say in interpreting all rules. 


Submitting Bids- Bidding begins immediately by phone, online, or fax. We are interactive online at 
www.greyflannelauctions.com for this auction. Please check our web site for instructions. Faxed bids will be 
accepted at (631) 288-7820. No faxed bids will be accepted after 11:00 p.m. the night of the auction. No 
e-mail bids will be accepted. No lot will be closed until the entire auction is over. Please do not ask for an 
exception to these rules. 


9:00pm Rule- The auction will close for initial bidders at 9PM EST on June 22, 2005. If you have not placed a 
bid on an open lot prior to 9pm EST you will be ineligible to bid on said lot after 9pm. However, any unopened 
lot can be bid on after 9pm. If you are the only bidder on a lot after 9pm, you will instantly become the 
winning bidder. Grey Flannel Auctions reserves the right to extend this rule for any reason. For ongoing lots 
after 9pm EST the 10-minute rule will be applied, meaning the auction will not end until the phone stops 
ringing for 10 minutes. 


Minimum Bid Increase- 10% minimum increase, in whole dollar amounts. There will be no exceptions. Please 
see Ceiling Bids. 

Buyer’s Premium- All winning bids will have a 17-1/2% buyer’s premium added to the final hammer price. 
(Example: Your final bid is $1,000. A $175 buyer’s premium will be added to your final bid.) All bidders must 
pay buyer’s premiums; no exceptions. 

Sales Tax- All State of New York residents will pay sales tax. Since each county is different, the appropriate 
tax will be included in your final invoice. New York State dealers: if you have a resale number, please make 
sure that we have it on file or you will pay sales tax. 


Ceiling Bids- Ceiling bids are simply the highest dollar amount that you would empower Grey Flannel to bid 
on your behalf for a particular lot. Grey Flannel Auctions strongly encourages you as the bidder to place ceiling 
bids.

Lot 1 
1932 Babe Ruth New York Yankees 
Game-Used Road Flannel Jersey 
re Attributed To The 
“Called Shot” In The 
World Series 


While the list of nossihle anecdotes is endless, it is 
impossible to accurately portray on paper the legend 
that is Babe Ruth. The ultimate embodiment of the 
American dream, this saloon keeper’s son went from 
reform school to icon of the first order and in the 
process changed forever our national pastime. 


A short recap of the 1932 season, the year to which this 
uniform dates, is surely in order. Playing in 133 games of 
the 1932 season, Ruth compiled an impressive .341 bat- 
ting average and for the eleventh time in his career sur- 
passed the 40 home run mark. He placed in the highest 
percentiles of no fewer than 10 prominent statistical cat- 
egories including home runs, batting average, runs, on 
base percentage, and total bases. For the seventh time 
as a member of the New York Yankees he took the team 
to the World Series and summarily led them to a World 
Championship. His batting average of .333 in that Fall 
Classic can only be overshadowed by the legendary 
“called shot” in Game 3. 


After having already hit a home run earlier in Game 3 of 
the 1932 World Series, Ruth came to the plate in the fifth 
inning to face Cubs pitcher Charlie Root. Amidst the jeers 
of the crowd and a count of two and two, Ruth allegedly 
stepped out of the batter’s box and pointed to the center- 
field stands, “calling his shot.” On the next pitch, Ruth 
slammed a home run into the bleachers, directly above 
the spot he had purportedly indicated. The world may 
never know if he really called his shot, but the legend 
remains one of the most famous moments in baseball his- 
tory during the game’s “golden age.” 


The uniform offered herein represents the only com- 
pletely original, unaltered example of a Ruth jersey ever 
brought to public auction. Originally obtained 15 years 
ago by one of the founding partners of Grey Flannel who 
accompanied an older lady on the west coast of Florida 
to a safety deposit box where it had been stored for 
years. An avid golfer, Ruth spent much time on the links 
and this uniform was given by the Babe to this lady's 
father after losing a round of golf to him. 


This jersey will come with several LOAs. Every expert is 
in agreement that this jersey is authentic and 100% 
original in every respect. The majority of these experts 
deem this to be the “called shot” jersey. Not one of these 
experts can definitively say that it is not Babe Ruth’s 
1932 World Series jersey. An informative package detail- 
ing our photographic research and empirical evidence is 
available to qualified bidders and the media upon 
request. 


Mark Okkonen, author of the definitive book on baseball

uniforms, states, “Rased on the nhoto evidence you nro- 
vided, I have every reason to believe the Babe Ruth road 
jersey in your possession does indeed represent the 1932 
season and had to have been worn by the Bambino when 
he connected with his famous “called shot” home run in 
the 1932 World Series at Chicago. To the best of my 
knowledge the team did not issue a second set of road 
uniforms and the very subtle differences in the place- 
ment and configuration of the “NEW YORK” letters match 
the photographs provided. If I were in a position to pur- 
chase this item with the provenance claimed for it I 
would not hesitate a minute. Although there appears to 
be no such thing as 100% proof, it certainly seems 
impossible that anyone could prove this was not the jer- 
sey worn on this historic occasion based on the photos 
you have found to support this claim. It looks like you 
have a “slam dunk” on this one!” 


Based on a most stringent examination of photographic 
evidence, the jersey appears to replicate the unique 
idiosyncrasies of all known 1932 road jerseys. The posi- 
tion of “New York” across the front of this Ruthian-sized 
road jersey matches the known 1932 positioning. Group 
and individual photos of the 1932 Yankees show the 
same positioning of the “New York” block letters in rela- 
tion to the buttons. The spacing and the style of the let- 
ters is consistent across all the 1932 road jerseys. 
Further, the curvature of the “W,” the skew of the “E” 
and the positioning of the “Y” on this jersey in most 
experts’ opinions matches known photos of Ruth in the 
1932 World Series, and differs from other examples of 
known Yankee road jerseys. 


In the collar is the player name “Ruth G.H.” in red chain 
stitch which also appears to match a known 1932 home 
Ruth jersey. Also present is the “A.G. Spalding” manu- 
facturer’s label. Across the front of the jersey is the team 
name “New York” and on the back is a matching player 
number “3.” Both the letters and numbers are done in 
blue felt. A small sewing imperfection can be found on 
the back number, only mentioned to avoid inaccuracy. 
In the back tail is remnant of the so-called “fat strap” 
used by Ruth to insure that the jersey remained tucked 
in, necessitated by his girth at that point. It was along 
length of material that Ruth would draw up 

between his legs and tie into two custom 
buttonholes, which are present at 
front bottom. There is a small hole 
on the left rear shoulder which 
occurred a few years ago during 
the handling of the jersey. The 
flannel shows perfectly fitting use 
throughout and is in a remarkable si 
state of preservation.

These Ruth pants 
were found in the 
bank vault with 
the jersey attrib- 
uted to the “called 
shot” in the previous lot. Due to the nature of baseball 
pants, there are no numbers or other lettering visible 
on the exterior and therefore all but impossible to 
photo match. As they were found with the jersey, we 
presume that these pants are the ones worn by Ruth 
when hitting that infamous home run. At the very 
least, these are indeed a pair of Babe Ruth game-used 


pants. In the waistband is the player name “Babe 
Ruth” in red chain stitch. The waist measures approxi- 
mately 44 inches. Also present is the “A. G. Spalding” 
manufacturer’s label. Customary of other Ruth game 
pants that are known, the pant legs have been 
trimmed. At the bottom of each leg is discoloration 
that can be attributed to the tucking in to the top of 
his socks, which can be seen in nearly every photo- 
graph of Ruth in uniform. They show even wear 
throughout and the right leg exhibits a team repaired 
tear that runs the length of the shin.

1932 Babe Ruth Game-Used Bat (PSA/DNA) 


The list of possible descriptives is endless, but in 
reality it is impossible to accurately portray the 
legend that is Babe Ruth on paper. Truly illustra- 
tive of what is possible in this country, Babe Ruth 
went from street urchin to national treasure, and 
in the process changed this game we call baseball 
forever. There is not much that needs be written 
about his career but a short recap of the 1932 sea- 
son, the year to which this bat dates, is surely in 
order. Playing a full 133 game season Ruth com- 
piled an impressive .341 batting average and for 
the eleventh time in his career, surpassed the 40 
home run mark. He landed within the top 10 of no 
fewer than 10 prominent statistical categories 
including home runs, average, runs, on base per- 
centage, and total bases. For the seventh time as 
a member of the New York Yankees he took the 
team to the World Series and summarily helped 
them to a World Championship. His batting aver- 
age of .333 in that Fall Classic can only be over- 
shadowed by the legendary “called shot” in Game 
3. This incredible Ruth game-used bat dates to 
September 17, 1932 as the NY Yankees played the 
St. Louis Browns. Red Smith was 
writing for the St. Louis Star at the 
time and all indications are that he 
and Ruth were good friends. This 
would also mark the last time that 
Ruth would appear in St. Louis as a 
Yankee. The barrel of the bat has 
visible ball hit and transfer marks 
along the left barrel. Slight blue 
rack marks can still be found on

. Perhaps the fastest Yankee in the 1920s, Bob Muesel led the Yanks in stolen bases five times in his 
career. In a 1927 regular season game, Muesel stole second base, third base and home. In the 

1927 World Series, won by New York, Muesel stole home twice in the series. He was also good at 
the plate, leading the league in both home runs and RBIs in 1925.

(Great Documentation) (PSA/DNA) 
Norman Rockwell is by far America’s best known 
and most beloved artist. His paintings have pre- 
served for posterity every fact of twentieth cen- 
tury American culture from the horse and buggy 
to the space age. Having attended art classes at 
The New York School of Art (1908), he later stud- 
ied with artists Thomas Fogarty and George 
Bridgman at The Art Students League. His talent 
was apparent from an early age; having been 
commissioned to paint Christmas cards before 
the age of sixteen, by the age of 20 he was the 
art director of the Boy Scouts’ publication “Boy's 
Life.” Within a few years Rockwell had moved to 
the New Rochelle, NY and set up a studio where, 
with cartoonist Clyde Forsythe, he painted for 
magazines such as “Life” and “Country 
Gentleman.” Rockwell's big break came in 1916, 
when he painted his first cover for the popular 
“Saturday Evening Post” which would become a 
showcase for his works. He would remain there 
for 47 years and 321 covers, acknowledged as 
the greatest American artist of his generation. 
Concurrently, he illustrated several editions of 
American classics such as “Torn Sawyer” and 
“Huckleberry Finn.” Rockwell's themes were 
predominantly vignettes in space and time of 
purely American culture, and each has a story to 
tell. During WWII, he painted the famous “Four 
Freedoms” posters, symbolizing the war aims 
described in the speech by President Roosevelt 
that inspired him. Over the years, Rockwell 
painted several self-portraits, the most famous 
being his 1960 “Triple Self Portrait,” which he 
painted at the age of 66. Rockwell published his 
autobiography “My Adventures As An 
Illustrator” the same year, in collaboration with 
his son Tom. The “Saturday Evening Post” printed excerpts from the 
book in a series, with the “triple Self Portrait” appearing on the first 
cover on February 13, 1960. This piece gives a deep insight into the 
mind and style of the artist. Rockwell gives a nod to his inspirations 
Rembrandt, Van Gogh and Picasso by “tacking” their self portraits to the 
upper right corner of his canvas. Multiple self portraits, of the Rockwell 
nature, are much rarer than single self portraits. The smoking bucket 
with tattered canvas remains on the lower right likely acknowledges 

his 1943 studio fire. This is a 31-1/2” x 23-1/2” (matted and framed to 
40” x 33”) artists proof lithograph of Rockwell's “Triple Self Portrait.” 
The lithograph’s full edition consisted of 200 signed and numbered 
prints with full margins on Arches (cotton rag) paper. Each was person- 
ally numbered on the lower left and signed on the lower right by 
Norman Rockwell. There were an additional 60 artists proofs and 25 
deluxe artists proofs on Japon (rice) paper. They were distributed by two 
major publishers (100 each), most notably Abrams. What makes this one 
practically priceless is that it was personally owned and kept by Rockwell 
himself, in his own studio or abode. Impeccable documentation attests 
to this fact; the affidavit letter from the owner reads,”...(my Great Aunt) 
originally purchased 1 of 100 ‘Triple Self Portrait’ a signed print offered

by Abrams Publishing Company as part of a two piece offer that came 
with a leather-bound book...In the 1970s her condo sustained a fire that 
claimed both pieces. Because she personally knew Norman Rockwell and 
owned a magazine service company out of Chicago, Illinois, she asked 
Mr. Rockwell for a replacement print. In turn, Norman 
Rockwell (gave or sold her his trial proof of this edition) 
“Upon Aunt Gladys’ death, the print was given to me 
through her estate. Enclosed...is a photograph 
taken by Aunt Gladys of the replacement print 
in her business office. Note that the date of 
the photograph [included] (May 1976) is 
prior to Mr. Rockwell's death (1978)...” The 
lithograph has been signed in pencil on the 
lower right, who added “Trial Proof” in his own 
hand on the lower left.
